But whatever place may he allotted to the 
noble Viscount Chateaubriand in the new 
administration, it is generally admitted by 
all the parties, us we remarked above, that 
his exertions have been the main cause of 
the downfall of the last. It would be diff- 
cult, perbaps, to find ao another examplejin 


' history, of an individual determining succes- 


sively by mere power of writing, and within 
the short space of seven or eight years, the 
prevalence of two directly opposite parties, 
in one of the rst nations ofthe wodd. Tue 
life. of Burke presents us with a case in 
some degree similar, but the contrast be- 
tween the spirit and tendency of bis early 
labours in favour of our revolution, and his 
later ones agaiast that of Franee, is partly 
softened by the length of time that had in- 
tervened—nor was his influence on the for- 
mer occasion, though highly important, so 
completely decisive as it was in the latter. 
Ja the present instance, the interventionof

{n the ancient republics, where all the citi- 
zeus assembled in council to tramsact the 
public business, the most powerful orator 
settled the questiou in debate, and was thus 
the realsovereign. But tamodern reorgsen- 
antlvt gevd y osie an 
instrument of secoodary value, and indeed 
produces moct of its effects through the me- 
dium of the press. A great speech in parlia- 
ment or in congress, is in general pot so 


question to which relates, as to operate 
on pubiic opinion through the newspapers. 
It is now understood that Burke, and not 
Pitt, was for England the real pilot, ‘that 
weathered the storm” of the Freach Revolu- 
tion. The uame of Burke, said the late 
Lord Thurtow, will be fresh in the memory 
of men, when those of Pitt aad Fox are com- 
paratively forgotten. We would not, how- 
ever, be understood to mean, that the influ- 
e..ce of thepen has no limits. The progress 
of political affairs is determined in general 
by the changes that cccur in the condition 
of different nations, or of the world, and it is 
only in an order subordinate to these, that 
the warrior, the writer, and the orator, who 
act immediately on the form of particular 
events, produce their effects. 

Thus in the instance before us, M. de 
Chateaubriand 1s able, by the mere furce 
of writing, to govern the various elements 
that effect the struggle between the two 
great parties existing in his country, and to 
give the victory to the ove to which he choo- 
ses to attach himself---but let him attempt 
to ¢ eauew party of hisuwn entirely in- 
dependent of previous opinions and inter- 
ests, and he would not perhaps obtain a sin- 
gle proselyte. The power of individuals, 
however great within their sphere of action, 
is confined by the necessity of pature to cer- 
tain limits. These they rarely desire or at- 
tempt to exceed---and if they do, they are 
reduced at once to utter insignificanee.
